S[Hnls. Satan is called in Scripture, the Pnnee of Ihis World, because, as many 
believe, this was originally a portion of hb domain; and he cantiiiually strives 
to re-assert hu dominion over it. This idea of tbe locality of Hell is found in 
the Apocryphal book of the Kevelnlions of St, Paul, ascribed by Tisvhendoif to 
the year j8a; where it is said, " And he took mc to the selling of the sun, 
and where ihe lieginning of the heaven hnd been founded u]»n the river of the 
ocean. And I saw beyuail the river, and there was no light there, bul darkness, 
and grief and groaning."
